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It is gratifying to observe the universal approval by 
State authorities of the work done by the officers of 
the Regular Army in connection with the National 
Guard. We publish this week what is said in the re- 
port of Adjt. Gen. Mitchell, of Oregon, concerning Maj. 
James Jackson, 2d Cav., and have had the pleasure of 
publishing almost every week for several weeks similar 
notices of Army officers. An instance of the tendencies 
of officers to put their knowledge and professional ex- 
perience at the service of the Guard is shown in the 
lectures from Prof. Mercur and Capt. Pettit, by which 
the National Guardsmen of Philadelphia were instructed 
and entertained. 

The inspection trip of Lieut. Gen. Schofield grows in 
It has just been determined that he will be 
accompanicd on the trip by Brig. Gen. Bachelder, Quar- 
termaster General, and Adjt. Gen. Ruggles. The party 
will visit the more important military posts of the coun- 
try. It is understood that Lieut. Gen. Schofield will not 
leave Washington until after the next meeting of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, which occurs 
April 16. The itinerary of the party calls for an inspec- 
tion of the southern posts first. Then the western posts 
will be visited. The site for the new military post in 
the State of Washington will be selected by the Lieu- 
tenant General while he is in that section of the coun- 
try. The party will return to Washington via the north-

Brig. Gen. Ruger is now considering, with a view to 
revision, all the drill regulations affecting the Army. 
The Journal announced some time ago that the Secre- 
tary of War had referred to Gen. Ruger the infantry 
drill regulations for revision. That officer has been pro- 
ceeding with the work given him, but it has been in- 
creased by the action of the Secretary in sending to him 
for revision the revisions of the cavalry, the heavy artil- 
lery and the light artillery regulations already made by 
boards of officers. It is said at the War Department 
that the only purpose in having Gen. Ruger revise all of 
the drill regulations was to prevent conflict. 


Comdr. Ide, commanding the Alert, has made an inter- 
esting report to the Navy Department on his trip along 
the Isthmian Coast. It is dated at Panama, Feb. 24, 
and has just reached the Department. Comdr. Ide re- 
ports that the Chief Executive of Salvador, President 
Gutierrez, visited him at La Libertad, and showed him 
a number of courtesies during his stay, going so far as 
to send his official band to serenade the officers of the 
Alert. In answer to a direct question, Gutierrez said 
that Salvador would assist Guatemala in case of a 
war with Mexico. Comdr. Ide discusses the political 
conditions of Salvador and Colombia. While at Panama 
news .of the attempts of the revolutionists to burn Colon 
was received. This attempt was defeated by marines 
landed from the Atlanta. It is Comdr. Ide’s expressed 
opinion that if the revolutionists had established a TPro- 
visional Government at Cucuta, when they defeated the 
Government troops, they would have been successful in 
overthrowing the legitimate Government. 


An officer of the Navy who recently handed in his re- 
turn for the Income Tax was informed by the Collector 
that he was authorized to deduct from his income the 
amount expended by him in entertaining visitors to his 
ship, this being considered as part of the expense of 
conducting his business for which the law makes al- 
lowance It has also been held by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue under the old law imposing a tax upon 
incomes that the expense of traveling by rail to and fro be- 
tween one’s office and home is a proper charge against 
the Income Tax. Another decision was that the rent paid 
for the temporary use of a house by one who owns his 
own dwelling may be deducted. “Property used in 
one’s business, when destroyed, may be restored at the 
expense of business profits.” Then why not the uniform 
or equipments of an officer when destroyed? It was 
also held under the old law that the*expense of feeding, 
shoeing, ete., of a horse owned by a physician in the 
prosecution of his business may be deducted from in- 
come. Then why not the expense of a horse used by an 
officer in his business?

Another innovation in the matter of regimental duty 
has been decided upon by the War Department. In- 
structions, which were sent out this week to recruiting 
officers at various military posts, direct that any appli- 
cant for enlistment desiring to enlist in regiments dis- 
tant from the post to which he may apply may be ac- 
cepted and furnished with transportation to the place 
where he wishes to be assigned. The recruiting officer, 
however, is directed to communicate with the War De- 
before enlisting men under these conditions. 
In especially urgent cases, they may notify the War 
Department by telegraph. This system now prevails 
at the regular reeruiting stations, but has not hitherto 
been applied to military posts. Although the War De- 
partment apparently takes a great risk in furnishing 
transportation to men, and allowing them to proceed 
aulone to their regiments, it is a noteworthy and gratify- 
ing fact that since this practice was adopted, six months 
ago, not a single man has abused the confidence reposed 
in him. While it may be that some who were furnished 
with transportation deserted after they reached their 
destination, according to the War Department records 
every recruit thus enlisted has properly used the trans- 
portation furnished him and reported for duty with his 
regiment with in the specified time.:

The “Scientific American” says: “An interesting esti- 
mate has recently been made of the wealth and popula- 
tion along the coast of the United States which it would 
be necessary to defend in the event of war. The At- 
lantic coast line, exclusive of the Gulf of Mexico, has 
alone the length of 2,732 miles. The entire coast line 
of the country, including the Pacific coast, the Gulf of 
Mexico and Alaska, is 10,376 miles. If, however, the 
bays and rivers be added, the total will be 90,929 miles. 
Much of this would not attract an enemy’s fleet, and 
taking simply the outer seaboard, exclusive of Alaska, 
and not considering the bays and rivers, we have an 
actual coast of 5,558 miles to be defended. The value 
of destructible property within the reach of an enemy’s 
guns will be found to be enormous. It has been esti- 
mated that in Portland, Boston, New York, Jersey 
City, Philadelphia, Baltimore, New Orleans and San 
Francisco, such property would aggregate about $3,836,- 
000,000. It must be considered, however, that these 
ports comprise only a part of those which require de- 
fense. A list of seaport towns made several years ago 
showed that about 7,000,000 inhabitants were included 
in the principal seaport cities. The estimated popula- 
tion of all seaport as well as lake towns is over 16,000,- 
000. Another important consideration is that the United 
States has a commerce amounting to nearly $1,500,- 
000,000.” 


Plans for the vessels authorized in the recent naval 
appropriation act were under discussion by Secretary 
Herbert and several of his bureau chiefs at the Navy 
Department on Monday last. Four sets of plans for the 
battleships were submitted by Chief Constructor Hich- 
born. In the discussion which followed it became evi- 
dent that the Secretary was very much in favor of giv- 
ing the new battleship, a battery of four 12-inch guns, 
instead of four 13-inch gons, as recommended by Capt. 
Sampson, chief of the Bureau of Ordnance. Capt. Samp- 
son also recommended the double turret idea, which has 
already been described in the Journal, but nothing defi- 
nite was decided upon either in this matter or in regard 
to the armament of the ships. A decision was practical- 
ly reached to give the vessels the hull displacement of 
10,000 tons authorized by the act under which they will 
be built, and that they are to have a speed somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 16 knots. The armor will be about 
15 inches in thickness, and, unlike the armor on the 
present battleships, will be scattered all over the ves- 
sels. The matter will be taken up again and considered 
by the Secretary and full Board of Bureau Chiefs. Tt 
is expected that the plans will be completed within the 
next six months. The plans for the six composite gun- 
boats, which were described in the Journal recently. 
were alse submitted to the Secretary. and practically 
approved.

Naval writers of all 
countries dwell upon its importance, and continually urge 
that increasing attention be given to it during those 





times of peace which afford the only real opportunity 
of preparing for the sharp and decisive wars of modern 
times. Mr. Zogbaum’s spirited illustration shows Adml,

Secretary Lamont has been considering during the 
past week the report on alteration in the present style 
of caps and blouses for the Army which was submitted 
to him by the informal board he assembled some days 
ago. So far as can be ascertained, the Secretary has 
done absolutely nothing in regard to the recommenda- 
tions of the board, and the indications are that he will 
not act upon it for the present, at least. All that can be 
said about the matter with accuracy is that he has been 
considering the changes recommended by the board, and 
has consulted the proper officials about it. All who have 
seen the Allien cap, which, it is understood, has been 
recommended for adoption by the board, claim that it is 
much superior to the style of cap now in service. It is 
not such a sightly headgear as the present one, but it 
makes up for this in many other ways. The peak of the 
Allien cap curves down, in this way giving protection to 
the wearer's eyes. Its high crown prevents destruction 
of hair, and permits a handkerchief or other material to 
be placed inside, and thus gives protection from the heat 
of the sun’s rays. While the board is a unit, it is un- 
derstood, in recommending the adoption of a blouse 
somewhat similar to that in use in the Navy, and a re- 
duction of braid on the garment, it made two reports re- 
garding shoulder straps. Some of the members thought 
it desirable to retain the straps, the other members of the 
board considered these useless, and wanted them re- 
moved. recommending in the report they submitted that 
the insignia of the corps to which the wearer belonged 
be placed on one side of the collar, and his rank, if 
above the grade of 2d Lieutenant, on the other. Thus, 
for instance, an officer of the grade of 2d Lieutenant 
would have no insignia of rank on his collar; an officer 
of the grade of 1st Lieutenant would have one bar; an 
officer of the grade of Captain would have two bars, etc. 


In a compact volume of five hundred duodecimo pages 
Montgomery B. Gibbs presents us with a new sketch of 
the “Military Career of Napoleon the Great. An ac- 
count of the remarkable campaigns of the Man of Des- 
tiny. Authentic anecdotes of the battlefields as told 
by the famous Marshals and Generals of the First Em- 
pire.” It is published by the Werner Company, Chi- 
cago, with thirty-two illustrations of the best known 
incidents in the career of Napoleon. It is a popular and 
not a critical sketch, and its author confines himself 
closely to the personal history of his hero as a soldier. 
The history of France is introduced only so far as is 
necessary to explain the rapidly advancing steps of this 
wonderful character in history, the worshipped idol of an 
entire nation, that his military career may be better un- 
derstood. Unlike Prof. Sloane, Mr. Gibbs does not look 
for spots on the sun, and in his brief review of the early 
career of Napoleon he omits all allusion to his insubor- 
flination, trickery and contempt fortruth which Prof.Sloane 
sets forth in so much detail in the “Century Magazine.” 
No history of Napoleon can be otherwise than interest- 
ing, and this is well written and presents a vivid pict- 
ure of the Conqueror’s career from the siege of Toulon 
to the battle of Waterloo, through the 600 skirmishes 
and 85 pitched battles in which he personally com- 
manded. A final chapter briefly reviews the closing 
events in his wonderful career. An equally enthusias- 
tic admirer of Napoleon is found in Lieut. Herbert H. 
Sargent, 2d Cay., U. S. A., whose military study of ‘*Na- 
poleon’s First Campaign” is published by A. C. Me- 
Clurg & Co., Chicago. The wonderful story of the con- 
quest of Italy is considered from the point of view of 
the professional soldier. Of the generalship displayed 
during the operations resulting in the victories of Monte- 
notte and Lodi, Lanoto and Castiglione, Bassano and 
San Giorgio, Arcole, Rivoli and the Tagliamento, Lieut. 
Sargent says: “In the maneuvers and combinations of 
Bonaparte throughout this campaign the freedom from 
error strikes us with wonder. It is generally an easy 
matter for one with a fair knowledge of the science of 
war to discover and point out after a campaign is ended 
the mistakes that were made; to show how such or such 
a plan would have been better than the one adopted; or 
how, by a different tactical formation, or a different 
strategical maneuver, different results might have been 
obtained. In this campaign there is no chance for such 
criticisms. Bonaparte made no avoidable errors. From 
a strategical as well as from a tactical point this cam- 
paign is almost perfect. It was by following the prin- 
ciples which he displayed here that he afterward defeat- 
ed coalition after coalition formed for his destruction, 
and it was by committing the errors which he avoided 
here that he brought upon himself the disasters which 
caused his fall.” In his publisher’s announcement Mr. 
Sargent says: “While written primarily for students of 
military science, to whom it will be of great value, it is 
none the less interesting to the general reader in placing 
before him, simply and clearly, those immutable prin- 
ciples of war of which Napoleon was an acknowledged 
master, and by following which he won the distinction 
of being the first soldier of his age, and one of the few 
great soldiers of all time. Here,” says the author, “at 
the age of twenty-six, he took the first great step in his 
immortal career, and with one small army, in a single 
campaign, defeated six Austrian armies sent successively 
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ly against him.” The book is provided with four accurate 
maps and contains a very complete index. The work is 
timely, for there is a marked revival of interest in Na- 
poleon’s history. Lieut. Sargent’s work is a limited one, 
put it has special value to the military student, and is of 
interest to readers of other and fuller histories of the 
great Corsican. 


INTERNATIONA L OBLIGATIONS. 


Our State Department would seem to have just now 
an unusual visitation of international perplexities. It 
cannot lose sight of the possibilities growing out of the 
contest between China and Japan; the Hawaiian ques- 
tion is still unsettled, and the Hawaiian Minister has 
proved to be a “persona” so “non grata” that not only 
has his recall as Minister been requested, but it is re- 
ported that he is to be forbidden this country. Then 
there is Samoa to be looked after, the seal fisheries dis- 
pute between us and England was left in tangle by the 
jast Congress, and from the Pacific State of Washing- 
ton comes a loud call upon the Government to prevent 
the omniverous Britisher from appropriating some of 
the harbors on the northwest coast to which he lays 
daim. This much on the Pacific. 

In the Gulf and along the Central American coast 
new questions are arising every day, and in each one 
is the possibility of serious international misunderstand- 
ing. Spain has not yet answered our call for an ex- 
planation of the affair of the Allianca, England draws 
dangerously near to a violation of the Monroe doctrine 
in her disputes with Venezuela, and France appears to 
be in danger of entangling herself and us in the same 
¢spute Guatemala and »fexico are at swords’ point. 
and Salvador is declaring her purpose of taking part in 
the contention if it should result in blows. As Admiral 
Jouett shows, in an article appearing elsewhere, we have 
assumed extraordinary responsibilities toward Panama. 
Obviously, the position, of dean to the American Re- 
publics, involves something more than honors and dig- 
nities. 

Shall we ever learn in this country the great lesson that 
the maintenance of an imperial position involves the ac- 
ceptance of imperial responsibilities? We cannot, with 
either dignity or honor, play the part of “dog in the 
manger.” What we are not willing to accept for our- 
selves, we cannot reasonably refuse to others. The 
whole course of modern history shows that it is the mis- 
sion of the stable powers to give their countenance and 
support to weaker neighbors, even when they no not go 
to the extent of’ conquest. England has assumed this re- 
sponsibility toward India and Egypt, and has divided 
Africa with such Continental States as have obtained 
a foothold there. France is assuming the guardianship 
of Madagascar, and in so doing has possibly involved 
herself with this country by the imprisonment for twen- 
ty years, by verdict of court martial, of an American 
citizen, and former member of our Consular force. Ger- 
many seems disposed to crowd us all out of Samoa, and 
our State Department appears to be quite willing that 
she should do so. We cannot expect to stay the move- 
ment of international guardianship on the eastern bor- 
der of the Atlantic. We can only secure respect for an 
American system by making it perfectly clear that we 
are ready to maintain it, if necessary, by something 
more potent than diplomatic protests. If we would shut 
out European influence from this hemisphere, we must 
make ourselves the friend and ally of every American 
State subject to European aggression. We must insist 
that respect for us and our rights include respect for 
them and their rights, and that we are prepared to as- 
sume whatever responsibility goes with the assertion of 
this principle. 


CRUISE OF THE CHICAGO. 

After an absence of one year and nine months, as 
flagship of the European Station, the U. 8. 8S. Chicago 
has returned to New York, having been relieved in the 
Mediterranean by the U. S. S. San Francisco, to which 
vessel Rear Admiral Kirkland transferred his flag on 
Feb. 16 last. 7 é ; 

The orders to Capt. Mahan, detaching him and his 
crew from service on the European Station, and direct- 
ing the return of the Chicago to the United States, were 
received at Algiers, Algeria, and, on Feb. 21, the home- 
ward-bound pennant, 380 feet long, was hoisted at the 
main truck of the great white cruiser. Only those who 
have been aboard a man-of-war on such occasions, when 
the decks echo and re-echo the glad refrain “Homeward 
Bound,” and bright, happy faces are apparent every- 
where, know what it really means to “break” the home- 
ward-bound pennant. Then it is that the final prepara- 
tions are made for the return home, be the passage long 
or short; the conditions of everything rapidly change; 
the last few desirable curios and trinkets for the “best 
girl” are purchased; there is a premium on pens, ink 
and letter paper among the blue jackets; men who are 
not quite “short-timers” are fearing transfer to the 
“new flagship” and being left behind on the station, 
while others, without any apparent reason, actually 
solicit transfer; and for the time being a deluge of 
petitions of all sorts are showered upon the command- 
ing officer. But the best of good temper mostly pre- 
vails; all due to the homeward-bound pennant at the 
masthead, which, by the way, is always purchased by a 
subscription among the ship’s company—sometimes rep- 
resenting a very handsome sum. 

Rear Admiral Kirkland directed that the Chicago 
should start on her homeward trip from Algiers on 
Feb. 21, and at the same time the San Francisco left 
the harbor bound for Alexandria, Egypt. At 2 o’clock 
that afternoon the Chicago stood out of the port, quickly 
followed by the new flagship. When the two ships drew 
together, side by side, the men of both vessels mounted 
the rigging, lusty cheers were exchanged, and a couple 
of hundred caps were flung from the Chicago in the 
direction of the San Francisco, a customary farewell 
compliment when ships part company on such occa- 
sions. When the last cheers sounded from the men 


of the Chicago a figure “very like a man” was seen 
fall overboard from aloft, out of the forerigging, but 
it was only a dummy cast into the sea, symbolishing 
the throwing of Jonah into the deep, to propitiate the 
storm fiends and invoke a season of fair weather for 
the homeward-bound ship! 
cisco was out of sight’ astern.

The Chicago reached 


Gibraltar on Feb. 23, sailed thence on Feb. 28, and an- 
chored at Funchal, Madeira, March 3, where coal and 
stores were received. Krom Madeira, whence the Chi- 
cago sailed March 4, to the Island of Bermuda, where 
she anchored March 16, the weather was exceptionally 
tine and pleasant, with a sea almost smooth through- 
out; but from Bermuda to New York, a distance of 
680 miles, a half gale of wind was blowing nearly all 
the way, and a heavy sea pounded the ship and caused 
her to roll and pitch in the most disagreeable manner. 
The influence of casting Jonah’s efligy into the sea, off 
Algiers, did not extend evidently any further than Ber- 
muda, for the storm fiend ha dthings pretty much his 
own way after leaving that island. 

During the cruise in Hurope the Chicago entered forty- 
four ports in Ireland, Wingiand, France, Portugal, Mo- 
rocco, Spain, Italy, Greece, ‘lurkey, Syria, Kgypt, Al- 
seria, Belgium and Gibraltar, besides visiting harbors 
m the islands of Malta, Minorca and Madeira. Cowes 
Roadstead, the gayest of all places in the English yacht- 
ing season; Havre, Tangier, Malaga, Barcelona, Mar- 
seilles, Genoa and Algiers were visited twice in the 
ordinary cruising routine; Southampton, England, and 
Lisbon, Portugal, three times; while Gibraltar, that in- 
teresting and always mystical fortification, was visited 
on five different occasions, as the Chicago passed in and 
out of the Mediterrahean. (Queenstown and Kingstown, 
Cherbourg, Villefranche (convenient to Nice, Monte 
Carlo and the beautiful coast of the Riviera), Naples, 
La Grana Bay (where the famed temple of Minerva 
stands on Uape Colonna, Greece), Smyrna, Mersina 
(the port of ‘larsus), Alexandretta (Aleppo), Beirut, 
Alexandria, Malta, Gravesend (London), Antwerp, Mi- 
norea, and Madeira were each visited once. ‘The longest 
sojourn was at Villefranche, where sixty-six days were 
passed in port, most of the time being occupied with 
repairs to the machinery of the ship; ntty-eight days 
were spent in the harbor of Algiers, awaiting the ar- 
rival of the U. S. S. San Francisco on the station, and 
preparing for the return to the United States; fifty-two 
days the cruiser was anchored in the River Scheldt, 
uear the quaint old city of Antwerp, during the Interna- 
tional Exposition, and the long stay there was occa- 
sioned by the English merchant steamer Azov colliding 
with the Chicago, tearing a hole in the flagship’s side 
large enough for a man to walk through; and the next 
longest stay, forty-one days, was in the Southampton 
Water, England, where Rear Adml. Henry Erben, by 
reason of reaching the age of retirement from the 
active list of the Navy, hauled down his flag as Com- 
mander-in-Chief on Sept. 6, and the Chicago awaited 
the arrival from the South Atlantic Station of Rear 
Adml. W. A. Kirkland, who hoisted his flag at the 
mizzen of the white cruiser on Sept. 12, 1894, where it 
remained until Feb. 16 last, when the Admiral, with his 
——— staff officers, exchanged to the U. S. S. San 
“rancisco, in the harbor of Algiers. The whole cruising 
distance covered by the Chicago, from one port to an- 
other, since leaving and returning to the United States, 
umounts to about 19,000 knots, or 21,880 miles. 

The visit to the harbor of Cherbourg, in July, 1893, 
at a time when a French fleet was assembled for an- 
nual marceuvres, was an occasion of surpassing in- 
terest. Besides the magnificent battle ships Suffren 
and Victorieuse, bearing flags of Vice and Rear Ad- 
mirals, the squadron of the North drilling in the road- 
stead and harbor, consisted of some ten other powerful 
vessels, torpedo gunboats, and twenty-four torpedo boats. 
No more impressive or instructive spectacle could have 
been presented for the study of naval seamen; and, out- 
side of Villefranche, six months later, three divisions 
of the French Mediterranean fleet, which included the 
Formidable, Hoche, Neptune, Devastation, Magenta 
and other models of naval construction, in command of 
Vice-Admiral de Boissoudy, were engaged in evolution- 
ary exercises. Opportunities of witnessing such power- 
ful ships in fleet manceuvres are rarely permitted to 
American seamen, and they were sights not readily to be 
forgotten. 

While by no means fulfilling all the requirements of 
a modern war ship, compared with recent years, the 
Chicago was an object of interest among the people 
at many of the ports visited, and among the visitors to 
the Commander-in-Chief and Capt. Mahan have been 
many famous personages. Of course, eminent men of 
all countries have visited the ship, at different points 
during the cruise, and not a few distinguished Army offi- 
cers—English at Gibraltar and Malta, French at Cher- 
bourg, Marseilles and Algiers, and Spanish at Malaga 
and Barcelona. Other visitors were the Viceroy of 
Ireland, Lord Houghton, at Queenstown; Prince Henry 
of Battenberg and Princess Beatrice, accompanied by 
the Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein; General, the 
Duke of Connaught, and Princess Christian of Schles- 
wig-Holstein, at Cowes, Isle of Wight; the Marquis of 
Salisbury. with members of his family, made a most 
informal and pleasant little visit at Nice; there also 
came Prince Mohammed Ali, brother of the Kehdive 
of Egypt; Theodore Kossuth, at Naples; Adml. Sir 
Michael Culme-Seymour, at Malta; Mr. Henry Irving, 
at Gravesend; Earl Spencer, first Lord of the 
British Admiralty; the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of York, at Cowes; Mgr. Félix Faure, at Havre, now 
President of the French Republic, and Prince Louis, of 
Battenberg, at Algiers. Distinguished Americans have 
visited the ship everywhere, and it has been no small 
satisfaction to them to see the flag of their country, at 
the peak of a fine cruiser, conspicuous to the eyes of 
the world. 

One of the many events to be remembered in con- 
nection with the cruise of the Chicago is the visit to 
Gravesend, in the River Thames, below London, the 
summer of 1894, when circumstances changed an ordi- 
nary routine call into an occasion of almost national 
importance. The brilliant receptions tendered to Rear 
Adml. Erben and Capt. Mahan, indeed, courtesies ex- 
tended to everyone wearing the United States uniform, 
were of a character socially unprecedented in American 
naval history since Adml. Farragut’s visit to England 
in 1867. Although the weather was abnormally perverse 
for the merry month of May, being often wet and cold, 
there was no lack of warm hospitality; for five weeks 
there was no diminution of it; Mr. Henry Irving and 
other managers extended invitations for officers and 
men to visit their theatres; other public places offered 
free entertainment; the names of Adml. Erben, Capt. 
Mahan and the Chicago were familiar everywhere “as 
household words”; and the American seamen’s uniform 
became better known in the busy London thorough- 
fares than it is in many seaboard cities of the United 
States. 

Altogether, in the realization of much profitable work, 
imparting useful information concerning naval strength 
and progress in the various countries, and affording 
a wiser comprehension of our own national institu- 
tions, compared with relative standards in Europe, the 
cruise of the Chicago has furnished abundance of ma- 
terials for study; combining those features of knowl- 
edge which conquer prejudices, and no length of time 
can steal away their worth and importance. = & 





TURKEY'S ARMY AND NAVY. 


Mr. Gladstone’s “unspeakable Turk” finds a defender 
in an “American Observer,” who issues anonymously 
a pamphlet entitled “A Few Facts About Turkey Under 
the Reign of Abdul Hamid II.” His information and 
statistics are taken, as he tells us, from a very old pam- 
phlet on Turkish matters, entitled “How One Saves an 
Empire.” Concerning the Turkish Atmy and Navy he 
gives us this information: 

In case of war, mobilization of the army would show 
about a million of men, with 1,512 campaign pieces and 
330 mountain pieces. All the military forces of the Em- 
pire are distributed in army corps, placed under the com- 
mand of a marshal or general of division. 

The equipment of the infantry is of the most simple 
and practical kind. Excepting for the battalions of the 


Imperial Guard, who wear the Zouave coat and trou- 
sers, the uniform is composed of a sort of coat of dark 
blue, trousers and leggings of same. The headgear is a 
fez. Before long the infantry will be armed with Mauser 
repeating rifle—calibre, nine millimetres and a half— 
which the Government of the Sultan decided in 1887 to 
substitute for the Martini-Henry rifles and the Reming- 
ton rifles, which had till then been used by Ottoman 
troops. 

The Turkish cavalry has a great advantage over Eu- 
ropean cavalries in so much as it can be more easily re- 
cruited from populations having from birth habits of 
horsemanship. It numbers thirty-five regiments of five 
squadrons. The armamentof Ottoman cavalry is composed 
of slightly curved swords and small calibre rifles. A cer- 
tain number of regiments are furnished with a lance, 
and everything tends to the supposition that these will 
be distributed to the rest of the cavalry. The uniform 
consists of a simple tunic with one row of buttons, a 
pair of gray trousers, and Prussian boots. The horses 
belong generally to the Turco-Persian breed or Arab 
cross-breed. Of rather small build, of delicate form, 
nervous, with supple legs, and indefatigable, these horses 
are both very intelligent and very docile. 

The campaign artillery comprises 252 batteries of six 
pieces, besides 56 mountain batteries, also of six pieces. 
All the artillery, of fortress or campaign, including guns 
and accessories, come from the Krupp factories at Bs- 
sen; but there are also constructed cannons upon these 
models at the great artillery works at Tophané (Con- 
stantinople). The mountain batteries deserve really spe- 
cial mention, on account of the exceptional dexterity of 
their manceuvres. The cannon, frame, and ammunition 
are carried by four mules; to unload them and put the 
cannon in readiness takes not two minutes. The officer 
corps is recruited among the under oflicers and the stu- 
dents of the military schools of Coumbar-hané and Pan- 
caldi—the first for the artillery, the second for the in- 
fantry, the cavalry and the staff. 

Until the last war, the general staff did not exist in 
Turkey, and one can really attribute to its absence -a 
great influence on the issue of the campaign. Thanks to 
the Sultan Abdul Hamid, this deficiency is filled. The 
School of Pancaldi possesses, since 1884, a section of 
staff which corresponds to the German War Academy 
and the Superior War College of France. At the Ar- 
tillery and Engineering School students enter at the age 
of fifteen years, spend four years in the preparatory 
division, two years in the superior division, and are then 
promoted to the rank of Under Lieutenant, and, after 
another year of finishing studies, issue forth with the 
rank of Lieutenant. At the School of Pancaldi the stu- 
dents pass three years, and issue forth with the rank of 
Under Lieutenant. The best students, who are destined 
to the staff corps, remain another three years, and then 
issue forth with the rank of Captain. The organization 
of these two great schools leaves nothing to be desired 
regarding discipline and theoretic and practical instruc- 
tion. The study of foreign languages is notably more de- 
veloped than in the military schools of other countries. 

Under the Coumbar-hané and Pancaldi Schools are 
preparatory schools (“‘Mekteb-i-Idadié-Harbieh"), at Ad- 
rianople, Monastir, Broussa, Erzeroum, Damascus and 
Bagdad, at Koubeli, and in the suburbs of Constanti- 
nople, on the Asiatic side of the Bosphorus. This last is 
directed by a Brigadier General, the others being com- 
manded by Lieutenant Colonels or Chiefs of Battalion. 
Pupils enter at the age of twelve, and spend there three 
years. 

Notwithstanding that the Ottoman Navy played a most 
honorable réle in the war of 1877-78, the issue of the 
war left it somewhat disorganized. ‘The navy, no less 
than the army, required a reorganization. ‘This reor- 
ganization, pursued by the Sultan with that foresight 
and tenacity which he brings to bear upon the execution 
of all his reformatory plans, is now accomplished. It re- 
mains only to put the finishing touches on the details of 
the putting into practice—secondary points, accessory to 
the principal lines. 

The Government of the Sultan has chosen for the de- 
fense of the coast of the empire and the armament of its 
ironclads, the torpedoes, on account of their simple con- 
struction as wéll as their efficacy. An alien fleet endeav- 
oring to force itself through the Dardanelles would in- 
evitably meet with disastrous losses. Between the fires 
of the fortresses on both the European and Asiatic 
coasts, and exposed every minute to being blown up by 
torpedoes, of which a succession of rows bar the pas- 
sage, alien vessels could never reach the point of Nagara. 
If some should, however, succeed by the action of the 
current in passing this first defense, they would inevita- 
bly come into contact with the Ottoman men-of-war, 
which would, assisted by the forts which line the coast, 
make short work of the already partly disabled vessels. 
The length of service in the navy is twelve years; five in 
active service (nizam), three in the reserve of the active 
service (ichtidt), and four in the reserve proper (rédif). 
The officers’ corps, furnished by the naval school of Hal- 
ki, envies nothing in the officers of either the French or 
English navies. The Sultan has desired to give to the 
merchant marine all the encouragement necessary to its 
proper development. It is to its present sovereign that 
Turkey owes its commercial naval school, founded at 
Halki some four years since, and which trains the Cap- 
tains of the great and little coasting traders, as well as 
the Captains of the ships for more distant traffic, who 
will render signal service in naval mobilization. 

From the Ministry of the Navy depend also a regiment 
of infantry of marine of 5,000 or 6,000 men, which de- 
serves mentioh here as among the most splendid troops 
of the empire. 

From the point of view of naval organization Turkey 
is divided into nine naval stations: Constantinople, Scu- 
tari, Chio, Preveza, Salonica, Crete, Tripoli (Africa), 
Bassorah and the Persian Gulf, Djeadah and the Red 
Sea. After the disasters of 1870-71 France took twenty 
years to reconstitute its military condition. Turkey has 
succeeded in the same task in half the time. It Te the 
most powerful eulogy which one can make to the Otto- 
man Empire and its able sovereign.

The older naval 
constructors declare that the new system will not be a 
success, while younger men in the profession are loud 
in praise of the experiment. Mr. Zahm said that he 
had a conversation with the first engineer of the lost 
Spanish war ship Reina Regente the last time that 
vessel was at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. The engineer 
said at that time that his ship was topheavy, and was 
in imminent danger of toppling over every time she got 
into a blow. 


ORDNANCE NOTES. 

The Navy Department has been informed of the ship- 
ment of an 18-inch armor plate from the Bethlehem 
Works. ‘This plate represents a group of armor for 
the belt of the battle ship Massachusetts. 


The Midvale Steel Company has shipped to the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard a number of 4-inch castings and an 
8-inch tube for twenty-nine guns which are being manu- 
factured at that place. This firm has had considerable 
difficulty in obtaining good castings, but it is now be- 
lieved that this difficulty has been entirely obviated. 


A writer in the last number of the “Quarterly Re- 
view,” in an elaborate article on “Our Sporting Ances- 
tors,” gives some interesting facts in relation to the 
past of the shotgun or fowling piece. It may be a sur- 
prise to our gunsmiths to learn that in 1800, or nearly 
100 years ago, the breechloader, the cartridge, the re- 
volver, and the magazine gun had long been in ex- 
istence; but the safety bolt, the inside hammer—in prin- 
ciple—and the choke had also been known for some 
years. 

The Bethlehem Steel Company is turning out armor 
rapidly. ‘The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy has been 
informed by the Inspector of Ordnance at the Bethlehem 
works that he has selected the ballistic plates of the 
group of armor for the lowa’s diagonals. ‘This will be 
tested at the Bethlehem Proving Grounds at Redding- 
ton, Pa. The ballistic plate representing a group of 
armor, 18 inches in thickness, for the sides of the Massa- 
chusetts, has also been selected, and it will be tested 
at the Indian Head Proving Grounds. 


The competitive trial of small arms will not take 
place as early as was expected. At the request of a 
number of inventors, Capt. Sampson has decided to de- 
fer the trial until June 1. The competition seems to be 
very strong, a number of inventors having signified 
their intention of entering weapons for test. The Luger 
rifle will not be completed until August, and will then 
be tested by the Board. Arrangements are being per- 
fected at the Ordnance Bureau, Navy Department, for 
the trial of machine guns. One of the weapons has 
been shipped to the Washington Navy Yard, and the 
remainder of those entered for test are expected to be 
sent at once. ‘The Board will consist of Comdr. 
Sperry, Prof. Alger and Ensign Twining. 


It is understood that the Carnegie Company has de- 
cided to manufacture the 14-inch armor for the sides of 
the battle ship Lowa by the new process which was 
recently so successfully tested at the Indian Head Provy- 
ing Grounds. This process consists in making plate 
about seventeen inches in thickness and forging them. 
After this is done they are subjected to an extremely 
high temperature in the cementation furnace and car- 
burized. They are then forged down to the thickness 
desired. The Ordnance Bureau is very much pleased 
with this decision of the Carnegie Company, and when 


the advertisements for the armor for the new battle 
ships are issued, it is ible that some provision will 
be contained in them directing that the successful bid- 
der make the armor under the new process. 


Secretary Lamont has made public the record of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, which convened 
March 12 at the War Department. The board made 
an allotment of $350 for the purchase of the engine now 
at Sandy Hook, furnished by the Morgan Engineering 
Company, for the operation of the second Gordon dis- 
appearing gun carriage, and an allotment of $200 for the 
purchase of the Seabury 12 c. m. quick-fire gun, now 
at Sandy Hook undergoing test, on the condition that 
it be in serviceable shape when its trial is concluded. 
Hiliot Bros., of London, England, were requested to 
submit to the board an estimate for supplying a sample 
Crampton-Smith position-range finder. Henry Hess 
submitted a device for a range and position finder. The 
finder, in the opinion of the board, was complicated, and 
he was requested to simplify it. ‘The board has in- 
formed the Cramps that in testing the mortar steel 
mortars, under construction by that firm, 200 rounds 
will be fired under the usual inspection of the Ordnance 
Department. The board has suggested to the Cram 
that it is very important to the general efficiency of the 
mortars that their dimensions be made the same as in 
the case of the service steel mortar, in order that it ma 
be fired from the carriage now in use. ~~ M. B. 
Adams, Engineer Corps, submitted an original design for 
a 10-inch disappearing gun carriage. e epee of 
an allotment for its purchase was not definitely decided 
upon. Maj. Adams claims that the carriage can be 
constructed for about one-quarter of the usual cost of 
experimental disappearing gun carriages. 


In its issue for March the “Scientific American” pub- 
lishes an illustrated description of the naphtha launch 
of the Gas Engine and Power Co., of New York. It 
says of it what all familiar with the subject know to 
be true: “No type of a power-propelled boat has ac- 
quired such popularity in so short a space of time as has 
the naphtha launch. The proprietors of the establish- 
ment where these boats are manufactured, the Gas En- 
gine and Power Company, of Morris Heights, 185th St., 
New York, term it ‘the only naphtha launch,’ and with 
very good reason, as hitherto it has been without real 
competitor. While these boats are used extensively in 
all waters, and have become a most familiar object to 
all, it is fair to say that very few people know how they 
ure operated. ‘lhese little boats have won for them- 
selves an astonishing record. They seem to be as ab- 
solutely secure from accident as any kind of power- 
driven craft can be. Every possible precaution is adopt- 
ed in their construction to render accident impossible. 
‘The boiler is made sometimes of seamless copper tub- 
ing, sometimes of heavy iron tubing, with sleeve or 
threaded joints brazed throughout. ‘The entire engine 
compartment is bulkheaded off and lined with sheet 
brass, so that if naphtha burns there it does no harm. 
The naphtha tank compartment is also bulkheaded off 
and communicates by sea pipes with the water, so that 
water is continually going in and out, washing away any 
trace of naphtha. ‘he entire midship section or waist 
is unobstructed, and under normal conditions whatever 
slight amount of heat there may be from the engine is 
carried aft away from the passengers. The company’s 
tests have been most exhaustive, but nothing proves the 
safety of the boats so much as the record which they 
have made since the foundation of the company.” 


Two interesting tests occurred on Saturday last at 
the Indian Head l’roving Grounds, in the presence of 
Capt. Sampson and other ordnance experts. The Hurst 
gun was fired twice. Some alterations in the cartridge 
case arrangement had been made by the inventor of 
the gun, but they apparently made no difference in the 
results. The total charge of powder in the cartridge 
case was 185% pounds, 10 pounds in the inner and 175 
pounds in the outer compartments. The proj e 
weighed 2554 pounds. The velocity obtained was small 
in view of what was expected, reaching only 2,088 feee 
per second. The pressures were somewhat low, how- 
ever, reaching only 10 tons in the inner compartment 
and 11% tons in the outer, or a mean of 10% tons. 
There was on change of conditions in the second trial 
of the gun. There was a long delay in getting the 
weapon ready to fire on account of some defect in the 
cartridge case. The complicated affair was_ finally 
rammed home and fired. ‘The velocity obtained was a 
little higher than was secured in the first round, it 
reaching only 2,095 feet per second. Capt. Sampson 
says that the gun is by no means satisfactory in its 
present shape, and that work will probably soon com- 
mence upon it, looking to its transformation into a 10- 
inch gun. Sandwiched in between the trials of these 
guns was an acceptance test of a group of fifty Wheeler- 
Sterling semi-armor piercing shells, 1s mches in calibre. 
Only one projectile, weighing 1,100 pounds, was fired. 
It was given a velocity of 900 feet per second by a 


charge of haxagonal powder weighing 152% unds. 
It was fired at a 7-inch nickel-steel, oil-tempered plate 
manufactured by the Carnegie Company. The shell 


struck the plate near the end and went through into 
the earthen butt beyond. A large fragment of the 
plate was knocked off, and an examination of its grain 
showed very tough metal. After an hour’s digging, the 
shell was recovered. It was in perfect condition except 
below the bourrelet, where it was slightly swallowed. 
The damage was not appreciable to the eye. In view 
of the good results given by this projectile, Capt. Samp- 
son waived the test of a second shell.

Ap act making appropriations for sundry civil expenses of 
the Government for the fiscal year ending June JU, 1596, 
and for other purposes. Approved March 2, 1505, 

(Extract.) 

For the construction of buildings at and the enlarge- 
ment of such military posts as in the judgment of the Sec- 
retary of War may be necessary, $275,000: Provided fur- 
ther, That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized within 
his discretion to establish a military post at such point on 
Puget Sound as shall in his judgment best subserve the 
public interests: Provided, That 640 acres of land suitable 
fur the purpose shall be donated free of cost to the United 
States, or such greater quantity of land as in the opinion 
of the Secretary of War suall be necessary for that purpose: 
Provided further, That the Secretary of War is hereby au- 
thorized, Within his discretion, to establish a military post 
at or near the city of Bismarck, N. Dak., in place of the 
present post at bort Yates, to be abandoned, as in his 
judgment shall best subserve the public interests: Pro- 
Vided, That a sutlicient quantity of land not less than 640 
acres, as, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, will be 
suitable for the purpose, shall be donated free of cost to the 
United States. Suid post to be established only after a 
thorough official examination of all the sites that may be 
offered to the United States for the purpose above men- 
tioned, such examination to be made by a board of three 
Army ollicers to be selected by the Secretary of War out- 
side of the military district in which such post is to be 
established; and said board shall report its tindings in all 
matters to the Secretary of War for his action. ‘hat the 
Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, authorized and «.- 
rected toexpend, from the appropriation of $25,000 “bor dredg- 
ing Salmon Bay and improvement of the waterway connect- 
ing the waters of Puget Sound, at Salmon Bay, with Lakes 
Union and Washington, by enlarging the said waterway in- 
tu a slip canal, with the necessary locks and appliances 
in connection therewith,’ made by the “Act making ap- 
propriations for the construction, repair and preservation of 
certain public works on rivers and harbors and for other pur- 
poses,” received by the President Aug. 7, 1894, the sum of $5,- 
000 in making a detinite survey and location of said improve- 
ment, and in preparing a cadastral map, showing each piece of 
property required to be deeded to the United States or from 
which a release is required, with its metes and bounds. 
Vhat the President of the United States is hereby author- 
ized to appoint a board, to consist of three otlicers of the 
Engineer Corps, who shall make an examination of the 
bar of the Yaquina Bay, in Oregon, with a view to a project 
for deeper water, and shall report the result of such in- 
vestigation, with estimate of cost, to tae next regular ses- 
slon of Congress. 

For the purpose of ascertaining the feasibility, perma- 
nence and cost of the construction and completion of Nic- 
aragua Canal by the route contemplated and provided for 
by anu act which passed the Senate Jan 28, 1895, “An act 
to amend the act entitled ‘An act to incorporate the Mari- 
time Canal Company of Nicaragua,’ approved Feb, 20, 
ISSY,"’ $20,000, to be expended under the direction of the 
Secretary of State. Aud a board of three engineers is here- 
by constituted to make the survey and examination neces- 
sary for such ascertainment; said board to be selected and 
appointed by the President of the United States, one from 
the Corps of Knugineers of the U. 8. Army, one from the 
Engineers of the Navy and one from civil life; and the 
compensation of the members of said board shall be fixed 
by the President, not to exceed $5,000 each, including such 
pay as the engineers so selected are receiving, for the time 
they are so employed, from the Government. 

And said board shall make their report on or before Noy. 
1, 1805, and the appropriation shall be immediately avail- 
able. The President of the United States is authorized to 
appoint, immediately after the passage of this act, three 
persons, Who shall have power to meet and cenfer with any 
similar committee which may be appointed by the Govern- 
ment of Great Lritain or of the Dominion of Canada, and 
who shall make inquiry and report whether it is feasible to 
build such canals as shall enable vessels engaged in ocean 
commerce to pass to and fro between the Great Lakes and 
the Atlantic Ocean, with an adequate and controllable sup- 
ply of water for continual use; where such canals can be 
most conveniently located, the probable cost of the same, 
with estimates in detail; and if any part of the same should 
be built in the territory of Canada, what regulations or 
treaty arrangements will be necessary between the United 
States and Great Britain to preserve the free use of such 
canal te the people of this country at all times; and all 
necessary facts and considerations relating to the construc- 
tion and future use of deep-water channels between the 
Great Lakes and the Atlantic Ocean, The persons so ap- 
pointed shall serve without compensation in any form, but 
they shall be paid their actual traveling and other neces- 
sary expenses, not exceeding in all $10,000, for which pur- 
pose the said sum of $10,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated. The President may, in 
his discretion, detail as one of such persons an officer of 
the Army or Navy. 

For the construction by the Chief of Engineers of a tire- 
proof building upon the lot belonging to the United States 
now occupied by the stables of the Government Printing 
Office, according to the plan and specifications of Col. John 
M. Wilson, of the Engineer Corps, submitted to Gen. Thos. 
L. Casey, Chief of Engineers, Dee. 17, 1804, and approved 
by him, $121,121.00, to be immediately available and until 
the completion of said work. LL. An act making appropri- 
ations for the legislative, executive and judicial expenses 
of the Government for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1806, 
and for other purposes. Approved March 2, 1895. III. An 
act making appropriations to supply deficiencies in the ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year ending June 380, 1895, and 
for prior years, and for other purposes. Approved March 
2, 1805 

G. 0. No. 15, H. Q. A., A. G. 0., March 21, 1895. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the following is 
published for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

1. All property purchased with funds appropriated by 
Congress for carrying on the operations of the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department and all property supplied for the use of the 
Army through that Department shall be denominated 
“quartermaster’s supplies,’’ and returns for the same shall 
be rendered to the Quartermaster General quarterly and 
when the accountable officer is relieved from duty. 

2. All quartermaster’s supplies accounted for by an officer 
shall be entered upon one return. 

3. Unless otherwise specially directed by the Secretary of 
War, there shall be at each military post or station but 
one accountable officer in the Quartermaster’s Department, 
and he shall account for all quartermaster’s supplies there 
in use or in store. 

4. When troops are assembled for field service there shall 
be but one accountable officer in the Quartermaster's De- 
partment for each regiment, separate battalion or squadron, 
and he shall account for all quartermaster’s supplies in 
the possession of the command of which he is quarter- 
master, 


5. At places requiring the services of more than one quar- 
termaster, each of the quartermasters there on duty and 
specially charged with the care and disposition of quarter- 
master’s supplies shall account for the same. 

6. Officers conmmanding companies or detachments shall 
be furnished by the quartermaster, on approved requisi- 
tion, with the necessary authorized quartermaster’s sup- 
plies; and for all such, except those that may be properly 
dropped as expended, the said commanding officers shall 
give memorandum receipts to the accountable oflicer, who 
will continue to bear said supplies on his return until they 
have been transferred or expended and duly accounted for 
as required by regulations. 

7. When troops are not engaged in active service, all 
tentage (except shelter tents), all tent stoves and stovepipe 
will habitually be kept in storage by the quartermaster. 

& The oflicers commanding companies or detachments 
temporarily absent from posts shall continue responsible 
to quartermasters from whom supplies have been procured 
on memorandum receipts. Should the services of a quar- 
termaster become necessary, one will be appointed for the 
command, 

¥ When troops change station, only such quartermas- 
ter’s supplies as are authorized or as may be directed to 
be transferred will be removed from the station. Company 
and detachment commanders will, prior to departure from 
u station, have a settlement with the quartermaster for 
supplies held on memorandum receipt. For such supplies 
as must accompany troops, company and detachment com- 
manders shall give a certificate enumerating them to the 
yuartermaster. Memorandum receipts that have been thus 
satistied will be returned to the respective company and de- 
tachment commanders. The quartermaster will forward the 
vertilicates, accompanied by the requisite papers for trans- 
ferring the accountability, to the quartermaster at the 
destination of the troops. The commanders of the incom- 
ing organizations will, upon arrival, report the supplies in 
their custody and give memorandum receipts therefor to 
the quartermaster, who wiil then return to the respective 
comimanuders their certificates. 

10. Certificates given for supplies accompanying troops 
shall be in the following form. (We omit the form.) 

ll. Memorandum receipts given by officers for supplies 
issued or loaned for their individual use, or for use of the 
organizations under their command, shall be in the follow- 
ing form. (We omit the form.) 

12. These memorandum receipts and certificates shall have 
all the force of formal receipt; and should any officer, when 
called upon by proper authority to produce any of the sup- 
plies enumerated therein, fail to do so, or to furnish proper 
evidence that deficient cr damaged supplies have been ac- 
counted for as required by regulations, the name of the 
otticer delinquent shall be reported to the Secretary of War 
by the Quartermaster General, and said officer's pay to the 
extent of the deficiency or damage shall be stopped, in con- 
formity with paragraphs LI. and Il. of General Orders No. 
zz, 1sv4, Headquarters of the Army. In each case of this 
kind the accountable officer may drop from his return the 
articles deticient, forwarding the memorandum receipt or 
certificate as a youcher therefor. 

13. The records of each company or detachment shall con- 
tain full information respecting all quartermaster'’s supplies, 
showing list of articles, date of receipt, from whom re- 
ceived and name of ofticer who signed memorandum re- 
ceipt therefor, also an account of all articles turned in, ex- 
pended, stolen, lost or destroyed; and the company or de- 
luchment commanders shall quarterly and also when relin- 
quishing their commands have a settlement with the quar- 
termaster. 

l4. When clothing is required for issue to enlisted men, a 
schedule enumerating the articles shall be prepared by the 
company or detachment commander upon the prescribed 
form and submitted for the approval of the commanding of- 
ticer. The approved schedule shall be sent to the quarter- 
master who will prepare the duplicate receipt rolls accord- 
ing to the prescribed form, and when the clothing is ready 
for issue the commander of the organization will be noti- 
tied. Issues will be made in ever, case in the presence of 
a commissioned otticer, who shall attest the signatures of 
the soldiers. The schedule showing the articles issued to 
each man and the money value thereof shall be returned to 
the commander of the organization, with the certificate of 
the quartermaster that the articles specified have been is- 
sued and that the money value thereof as stated is correct. 
Wheu the roll is closed the commander of the organization 
shall certify thereon that the money value of each separate 
issue to each man has been entered upon the clothing book. 
This eutry in the clothing book, the date of issue and the 
name of the issuing quartermaster shall be attested by the 
commissioned ofticer who witnessed the issue. The receipt 
roll shall be the voucher for dropping the clothing from the 
return, 

15. This order shall take effect on July 1, 1895, when all 
regulations and orders in conflict shall stand revoked.

E. H. T.—There are now 23 Majors and Paymasters in 
the U. 8S. Army. No new appointment can be made under 
the act of Feb. 12, 1895, until the number falls below 20. 
This, however, does not interfere with promotions conse- 
quent upon the retirement of Paymr. Gen. Smith. Under 
ordinary casualty there can be no appointment of a Major 
and Paymaster until Jan. 7, 1897. On that date the num- 
ber will be 19. 


R. H. asks whether the U. 8S. Army authorities issue, or 
have they ever issued, an Army Cook Book for the instruc- 


tion of company cooks, and where he can procure a copy. 
Answer.—A “Manual for Army Cooks" was issued by the 
War Department several years ago, and is a very useful 
work. It is not for sale, but | writing to the Commissary 
General of Subsistence, U. 8. A., Washington, D. C., for a 
copy you might be furnished it. 

W. B. B.—The constitution of many of the States con- 
tains a provision that no soldier, seaman or marine in the 
Army or Navy of the United States shall be deemed a _resi- 
dent in consequence of —— stationed within the State. 
The fact of being in the service does not deprive an officer 
or soldier of the right to vote at the place of his iegal 
residence, which residence he does not lose through ab- 
sence in the service of the government. 

A.—Ordnance sergeants are appointed from sergeants in 
the line of the Army who have served faithfully for eight 
years, including four years in the grade of non®ommis- 
sioned officer. The examination consists of penmanship, 
letter-writing, orthography, arithmetic, Army and Ordnanece 
Regulations, the nomenclature and classification of ordnance 
and ordnance stores, the preparation of ordnance property 
returns, and general fitness to properly perform all the 
duties of an ordnance sergeant. 

J. S. M. asks what are the requirements for a young man 
to join the Navy; what is the pay, and is there any speci- 
fied time for enlisting. Answer.—Boys between the ages of 
14 and 17 years, of good character and free from physical 
defects, may be enlisted to serve in the Navy until they are 
21. They must be able to read and write, and have the 
consent of their parents or guardians. A man who has 
never been to sea can be enlisted as a landsman, provided 
he is not over 25 years of age. If he possesses some me- 
chanical trade he can be enlisted if over 25 and up to 35 
years of age. Enlistments can be made any time at any 
Navy yard. The monthly pay is: Ordinary seamen, $19; 
landsmen, $16; third class apprentices, first six months, 
$9; second class, $15, and first class, $21. Properly quali- 
fied apprentices will be rated as seamen. 

FARRIER asks can an enlisted man of the line marry 
while in the Army, and does he have to get the permission 
of his company commander, and then the Secretary of War. 
Answer.—There is no law to prevent an enlisted man 
from marrying, and no one has the right to give him “per- 
mission’’ to do any more than in the case of a civilian, but 
the wives are in no manner recognized nor can their en- 
listed husbands claim any immunity or any privilege in 
matters of quarters, rations, etc., because of the marriage. 
Indeed, many companp commanders do not want married 
men in their companies, and if single at time of enlistment 
and afterwards marry, do their best oo ae rid of them. 
One regimental commander recently issu an order, say- 
ing: “The re-enlistment of men who have married after 
their present enlistment, will not be approved by regimental 
headquarters.”"’

The recommendation of the Steel Board that’ nickel 
steel should in place of plain steel be used on the new 
vessels authorized by the recent naval act has stirred 
up a lively discussion in the Navy Department. The 
Bureau of Construction and Repairs claims that the 
change would result in an increase of expense without 
compensating advantage, and is especially opposed to 
nickel steel for torpedo boats. It is also urged that 
the power of nickel steel to resist the action of sait 
water has not yet been demonstrated. 

On the other hand, the Steel Board claims that nickel 
steel does not foul as quickly in salt water as plain 
steel, and, in support of this claim, it presents the re- 
port which has just reached the Department of ex- 
periments just concluded by the Carnegie Company. 
They were undertaken as a result of an award to this 
company of a contract for furnishing plates for the new 
boilers of the Chicago. These experiments show that 
nickel steel is less subject to corrosion than plain steel 
and is much better adapted for use on board ship. The 
new boilers of the Chicago will, therefore, be built of 
nickel steel, and are designed to give from twenty to 
thirty thousand more tensil strength than plain steel 
and 20 per cent. elongation. The Carnegie Company, 
besides making the boiler plate, is making rolled plates 
of this alloy, and will ship them to the Indian Head 
Proving Ground for test. There is no question that 
this alloy is much superior balistically to plain steel, 
and that for the same weight of metal more resistance 
is obtained. 


























The “general mess” system or something very similar 
to it seems to be making its way in the British service 
and to suit the ideas of Tommy Atkins in general. Re- 
ferring to its successful operation at Chelsea Bar- 
racks, a service paper says: The whole of the food is 
served up by waiters, four in number, who are dressed 
in white duck clothing, and one of whom is a non-com- 
missioned officer, who keeps the mess book, and has 
the same supervision which is entrusted to a sergeants’ 
mess caterer. The diet sheet is prepared one week in 
advance, and after it has been signed by the command- 
ing officer and handed to the sergeant cook, no altera- 
tion of any sort is made to it. A week’s messing, taking 
at random, is as follows: 

Monday.—Breakfast—Tea, bread, butter and fish. Din- 
ner—Roast beef, potatoes, mixed vegetables, and tre- 
acle pudding. Tea—Tea, bread and butter. 

Tuesday.—Tea, bread, butter, and brawn; roast beef, 
potatoes, turnips, and plum pudding; tea, bread, but- 
ter, and jam. 

Wednesday.—Tea, bread, butter, and boiled ham; roast 
beef, potatoes, cabbage, and marmalade tart; tea, 
bread, and butter. 

Thursday.—Tea, bread, and butter; Irish stew, potatoes, 
and plum pudding; tea, bread, butter, and marma- 
lade. 

Friday.—Tea, bread, butter, and sausages; roast pork, 
cabbage, potatoes, apple sauce, and apple tart; tea, 
bread, and butter. 

Saturday.—Coffee, bread, butter, and fish; meat pie, 
turnips, parsnips, potatoes, and rice pudding; tea, 
bread, butter, and ham. 

The English have for many years adhered mainly 
to the pernicious system of serving meals in the same 
rooms in which the men sleep, and waiters, like cups for 
tea and other ordinary items of glass and crockery ware, 
have been an unknown luxury. 

The “Aldershot News,” commenting upon the ad- 
vance, says: “Education and other causes have im- 
proved materially the class of men in the Army, and 
it must be an aid to recruiting, as well as a reasonable 
source of comfort for men when they have joined the 
service, to know that in the ordinary details of living 
the old rough-and-ready modes of the barrack-rooms are 
giving way one by one to the homelier and more liberal 
style of the club.”

Prof. Sloane’s “Life of Napoleon Bonaparte” is con- 
tained in the April “Century.” It grows a little dull 
and the judicious use of a blue pencil would improve it. 
It is not French history that we want so much as the 
vivid presentation of one of the most interesting char- 
acters of all time. Prof. Sloane criticises the style of one 
of Napoleon’s orders of the day, which he quotes, but he 
could greatly improve his own style by infusing into it 
something of the same nervous force. In this number of 
the “Century” is an illustrated article on Paul Jones, by 
Mary Elliot Seawell, who has written so acceptably on 
this and kindred naval subjects elsewhere. 


The War Department has decided not to adopt the 
suggestion of Capt. J. P. Story, 4th Art., as to the im- 
mediate enlistment of discharged men. After carefully 
considering the whole matter, it has informed Capt. 
Story that in its opinion it would be ‘unwise to promul- 
gate any such regulation as he suggested, doing away 
with the two months’ furlough and allowing the re- 
enlistment of a soldier the day after his discharge. The 
suggestion of Capt. Story was first received by the 
Lieut. Gen., commanding the Army, and by him re- 
ferred to the Adjut. Gen.’s Office for an expression of its 
views. That office, in a long opinion, announced that 
ithe adoption of the suggestion would result in a great 
deal of trouble, and the payment of a large sum of 
money to soldiers who would undoubtedly take ad- 
vantage of the new order. The opinion was referred to 
the Lieut. Gen., who endorsed it, and the decision of 
the Department was then transmitted to Capt. Story. 


Now that the Chicago has returned home the gossips 
are occupying themselves with finding a desirable shore 
illet for Capt. Mahan, her commander. They appear 
o favor the office of Naval Intelligence, from which 
Lieut. Singer, its chief, was recently relieved. Capt. 
Mahan is said to have declined a tender of this office, 
but this is not believed by those who ought to know, 
nd the opinion is growing that he will be the successor 
of Lieut. Singer. The probabilities are that as soon 
as the Chicago goes out of commission the usual leave 
vill be granted to Capt. Mahan, and when this expires 
e Navy Department will consider the duty to give to 
him. A number of changes are slated to follow the re- 
irement of Commodore Potter in May next, and it is 
ossible that Capt. Mahan will be provided for here. 
secretary Herbert is extremely anxious that Capt. 
Mahan should write a naval history of the rebellion, and 
his desire is taken as an indication by the gossips that 
Capt. Mahan’s shore duty will surely be laid at the De- 
artment within easy reach of the rebellion war records. 
Lieut. Singer will probably leave the office of Naval In- 
elligence in a month, and will then go to the Benning- 
on as navigator. 





President Cleveland took care of another of the Demo- 
tatic flock, who was lost in the political upheaval of 
ast November, when he appointed Joseph H. Outh- 
tite, of Qhio, to.be a member of the Board of Ord- 
ance and Fortifications, vice Byron M. Cutcheon, re- 
figned. Mr. Outhwaite is well known in Army circles. 
\s chairman of the Military Affairs Committee of the 
ast House he worked earnestly and faithfully in the 
terest of the service, and it was through no fault of 
his that Congress failed to pass a reorganization scheme. 
le has been in close sympathy with Secretary Lamont 
0 his plans for reform, and any change which was 
‘vorable to the Army he was glad to see adopted. 
Ir. Outhwaite was at the War Department on Tues- 
lay last getting “‘pointers” on his new duties. It is not 
robable that he will participate in the sessions of the 
board for the present, at least, as he has completed ar- 
angements for taking his family abroad for several 
honths. The billet to which he has been appointed 
Sa very desirable one, having attached to it a salary 
f $7,000 a year. Mr. Cutcheon, Mr. Outhwaite’s prede- 
essor, was also a chairman of the Military Affairs Com- 
hittee of the House, serving in that capacity during 
te Reed Congress. Mr. Cutcheon made many warm 
iends during his membership of the Board, and many 
tgrets are heard at his resignation. 


The Aldershot “News,” referring to the present abject 
condition of the Celestial Empire, publishes the follow- 
ing edict which appeared in the “Pekin Gazette”: “Her 
Imperial Majesty, the Empress-Dowager of China, finds 
that the Imperial concubines, Ch’ing Fei and Chen Fei, 
taking advantage of the proximity to the Imperial pres- 
ence, have been trying to use their influence with us in 
State matters, and have repeatedly been asking for fa- 
vors on behalf of their relations and friends, conduct 
which if allowed to pass unnoticed will surely be pro- 
ductive of dangerous results in the future. Although on 
account of their general good behavior, Ch’ing Fei and 
Chen Fei have been gradually promoted until they are 
Imperial concubines of the third rank, still, in order to 
prevent others from following this dangerous precedent, 
some penalty must be forthcoming. We command, there- 
fore, that the said concubines be forthwith degraded two 
steps as a slight punishment and warning to the rest of 
the harem.” The “Gazette” adds “There is no other 
news of interest!’”’ “And this,” says the “News,” “on the 
day after Port Arthur fell into the hands of the Japan- 
ese!” When the heads of a dynasty are more concerned 
with the demeanor of a concubine than the collapse of 
the Army, or the loss of a province, it is high time they 
gave place to others. 


Rear Adml. Kirkland recently sent to the Navy De- 
partment a long letter commending the ability of Capt. 
Mahan as a sea officer. This letter was returned to him 
with the information that the Department had decided, 
upon consideration, that it was not wise to receive let- 
ters from oflicers commanding stations praising oflicers 
under their command. The Admiral was further in- 
formed that if he wished ta say anything complimentary 
concerning the abilities of Capt. Mahan he could do so 
in the usual record report. Some one appears to be oc- 
cupying himself with showing, by articles in the daily 
papers, that Adml. Erben was disposed to undervalue 
Capt. Mahan’s professional abilities. This is equally un- 
just to the Admiral and to the Captain. There can be 
no question as to the fact that his great reputation is 
due to his remarkable abilities as a writer and student 
of naval history in its largest aspects. This does not 
necessarily detract from his capacity to command, but 
it shows a bent of mind and a devotion to special 
studies which may, perhaps, fit a man to gain, as Capt. 
Mahan has done, greater reputation in his study than on 
the quarter deck, attending to the routine duty of a man- 
of-war in time of peace. We are all proud of Capt. Ma- 
han. Admiral Erben is proud of him, the country is 
proud of him, and there is no occasion for his defense 
from any quarter. 


The Chicago “Journal” of Feb. 23 says of a work 
recently published by A. McClurg & Co., Chicago: 
“Students of military strategy will find much to in- 
terest and charm them in ‘Napoleon Bonaparte’s First 
Campaign,’ by Lieut. Herbert H. Sargent, U. 8S. A. 
The book is strictly a study, and a very intelligent one, 
of the tactics and methods which were productive of 
Napoleon’s marvelous victories. Lievt. Sargent takes 
up the Italian campaign in 1796-97, and, beginning with 
the battle of Montenotte, he analyzes the game of war 
as played by Napoleon, just as a chess lover might 
analyze the playing of a master at chess. The author’s 
method is to place the men on the board as they stood 
at the opening of an engagement, and to trace the moves 
made by the various forces and the motives and methods 
in the mind of the French General in accomplishing his 
ends. Lieut. Sargent is an ardent admirer of Napoleon, 
and his descriptions of the consummate skill with which 
the Corsican, at the age of 26, with one small army de- 
feated six Austrian armies, invariably managing in each 
case to outnumber the enemy on each battlefield, almost 
involuntarily compels the reader to coincide with the 
author’s summing up: ‘His combinations, his rapid 
marches, his concentration of masses upon the vital 
points of his enemy, his victory upon victory, his won- 
derful power of foreseeing the results of these victories 
and appropriating to himself all the advantages to be 
derived from them, show not merely that he was a 
genius in war, but that he was the greatest soldier in 
modern times, and one of the greatest masters of the 
military art that the world has ever known.’ Lieut. 
Sargent, who is stationed at Fort Bowie, Arizona, has 
treated the matter from a military man’s standpoint, and 
he has certainly shown that Napoleon’s methods stand 
the test of analysis. The book is written in the clearest 
and most limpid of English, and will be valuable for the 
layman as well as for the professional student of war.” 


The Army has a new Paymaster General. With none 
of the delay which has characterized his attitude in 
regard to the appointment of a Brigadier General and 
the filling of the three vacancies existing in the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, the President on Tuesday last 
announced the appointment of Col. Thaddeus H. Stan- 
ton, Pay Department, to be Paymaster General, vice 
Brig. Gen. William Smith, retired. The choice of the 
President is everywhere regarded as fit and proper. 
Paymr. Gen. Stanton, besides handling accounts, has 
handled a sword and gun, earning with them the 
sobriquet of “The Fighting Paymaster.” This is one 
of the reasons why the line of the Army looks so favor- 
ably upon his appointment. Another is the immense 
popularity which he has gained for himself from every 
corps. The prize which has been awarded to Col. Stan- 
ton has been hotly contested for. Almost every Pay- 
master in the Army, with one or two exceptions, per- 


haps, has had his eye fixed upon the billet, and the 
President has been under a great deal of pressure 
brought by the several candidates. Secretary Lamont, 
in recommending Col. Stanton, and the President, in ap- 
pointing him, were both satisfied that no one was more 
entitled to the honor or could wear it more gracefully 
than the new Paymaster General. His record at Oma- 
ha is an enviable one, and everyone who speaks of him 
describes him as a man of the highest character. 

Secretary Lamont made up his mind last week not to 
appoint Col. Charles M. Terrell, who ranked Col. Stan- 
As he will retire next February and Brig. Gen. Stanton 
does not retire until Jan. 30, 1899, all chance for his 
reaching the highest grade in the pay corps has de- 
parted. The new Paymaster General is attached to 
the Department of the Platte. It is expected that he 
will at once go to Washington to assume his new 
duties. 


William C. Gulliver, of the celebrated firm of Alex- 
ander & Green, expresses this opinion of the new In- 
come Tax law: 

It is doubtful whether any member of the Bar would 
undertake to advise anyone what the entire meaning 
is of that hotch-potch known as the Income Tax Act. 
It is generally understood that even the framers of the 
act are unable to explain the meaning of some parts of 
it, or to decide which of various contradictory provi- 
sions are to prevail. Intelligent business men of ex- 
perience who have conscientiously endeavored to ascer- 
tain just how much the law requires them to pay say 
that they have given it up in despair. 

That deputy collectors acquire by their mere appoint- 
ment some gift of interpretation denied to those really 
familiar with the subject, and are thereby qualified to 
judicially determine the amount of tax to be paid, is too 
violent an assumption for the average mind. It there- 
fore becomes of practical importance to know whether 
they have the legal right to attempt this. If they have 
not this legal right, it is not apparent why the tax- 
payers should subject themselves to the annoyance and 
risk of arbitrary inquisition and judgment by deputy 
collectors. It is probable that the majority of taxpayers 
would voluntarily, if not cheerfully, pay a properly im- 
posed and lawfully assessed income tax, but it is a 
strain to the patriotism as well as to the benevolence 
of the taxpayer to consent to contribute any sum to the 
Government that any deputy collector, acting as de- 
tective, accountant, witness, counsel, judge and jury 
may, without legal authority, arbitrarily fix. 

It was quite practicable to have framed a statute 
which could have been lawfully enforced. It is prac 
ticable now to do so. 

I, therefore, think that Mr. Harland is performing a 
public service in calling attention to the situation at- 
tempted to be created by this law. I agree in his con- 
clusion that deputy collectors are not officers of the 
United States, and cannot lawfully discharge the quasi 
judicial official functions of the collector. 


Maj. George W. Baird, U. S. A., has an excellent Jet- 
ter in the “Century” for April on “The Army as Guard- 
ian of the Peace.” He shows the change that has come 
over this country as the result of bestowing upon the 
walking delegate the authority of a ruler without the re- 
sponsibilities of a sovereign. “Formerly our boys grew to 
manhood without once seeing a soldier, a marshal, a 
sheriff, or even a constable, in the exercise of his au- 
thority. At that time the little army—though even then 
larger relatively than the army of to-day—availed for all 
National purposes; State organizations, where they exist- 
ed, rarely had any duty to perform that required the ex- 
ercise of force; and membership in organized companies 
was easily compatible with the most exacting private 
occupation. How greatly these conditions have changed 
is at once obvious on stating them.” The efficiency and 
devotion to duty of the State organizations have been 
conspicuously shown, but the need of military control is 
becoming too imperative to be longer entrusted to or- 
ganizations having a divided duty and subject to Legis- 
latures unwilling to vote money for their support, and 
to timid or time-serving local authorities, who temporize 
when they should act. Fortunately for the State of New 
York, the new Constitution adopted in November last 
compels the maintenance of a militia force, but we do not 
quite see how, even with such a constitutional require- 
ment, the Legislature can be compelled to vote supplies. 
Someof the State Legislatures have refused altogether to 
vote money for State troops, and in few of them is the 
militia budget at all adequate. As Maj. Baird says: “The 
teaching of this situation of affairs for the Army is plain- 
ly that it shall continue to be at its best, and make that 
best, for the future, superior to that of the past, if pos- 
sible; also, that it shall be, above all things else, a leyal 
American Army. This accords with its best traditions, 
and Congress, by adopting the wise suggestion of Capt. 
Philip Reade, U. 8. A., has given emphasis as well as 
approval to this requirement in the law of Aug. 1, 1894, 
which provides that only citizens of the United States, 
and those who have made legal declaration of their in- 
tention to become such, can be enlisted. The demeanor, 
discipline and services of the National forces have re- 
cently commended themselves to the cordial approval of 
all good citizens; even some of the less good have been 
compelled to accord unwilling praise. The Army’s part, 
then, is easily discerned and not very difficult of achieve- 
ment.”

“IXSatahdin’s average time to-day for four runs over 
a measured mile was 3 minutes and 22 seconds; steam 
pressure, 155 pounds; revolutions, 142; vacuum, 26; 
horse-power, 3,935, under natural draught; speed, 17.82 
knots.” 

Her contract calls for 17 knots speed, so it will be 
seen that she stands no risk of rejection on that score. 

Rear Admli. Brown was at the Navy Department on 
Wednesday last, and reported to Secretary Herbert that 
the monitor Amphitrite was completed and ready to go 
into commission. A draft of men to form the crew for 
this vessel will be shipped at once from New York to 
Norfolk. Her officers are all ready, and they will be 
ordered to report early in April. 

There is great sympathy expressed for the Messrs. 
Cramp, of Philadelphia, over the failure to launch the 
mammoth steamship St. Paul from their yards on March 
25. This is the first failure to launch a vessel on the 
scheduled time since 1873. The immense weight of 
the vessel had caused the ways to settle somewhat, be- 
cause of the soft condition of the ground, owing to the 
escape of the frost, and it may have made her practi- 
cally immovable. The tallow was placed between the 
ways in the cool weather, and this, it is said, undoubt- 
edly caused it to cake and lose its slippery quality to a 
great degree. The difficulty will, however, be speedily 
overcome by the Messrs. Cramp, with their well known 
enterprise, and the St. Paul will undoubtedly be in her 
natural element very shortly. The cradle in which the 
ship rests will be taken apart and reconstructed. 

“We shall learn more about the manceuvring quali- 
ties of our ships than we should have learned in a year 
cruising alone,” is what one of the watch officers in 
Adml. Meade’s squadron is quoted as saying. “Since 
leaving Hampton Roads we have performed only two 
evolutions, but we have done these over and over again, 
so that every watch officer has had an opportunity to 
handle his ship in forming column of vessels from line 
and line from column. Night and day we have had to 
maintain our position in one formation or the other, 
and the position pennant has been kept ready at hand 
on the signalling bridge of the New York to hoist over 
the distinguishing pennant of any vessel out of position, 
and the Admiral has not hesitated to use it freely. The 
new instrument called the stadimeter is a great im- 
provement over the sextant for measuring the distance 
from the flagship by the angle sub-tended by her mast- 
head, and makes the work easier and more accurate.” 
This is the instrument that was described in the Army 
and Navy Journal on Jan. 5, 1895, as an adjunct to the 
l’iske range finder. 

Secretary Herbert executed a contract with the John 
I’. Holland Torpedo Boat Company, of New York, on 
Tuesday last, for building a submarine torpedo boat at 
a total cost of $150,000. The contract for the vessel is 
very carefully drawn, and shows at once that Secretary 
Herbert has done his utmost to protect the Government. 
The principal dimensions of the boat are to be: Length, 
SO feet; diameter, 11 feet, and displacement, 138.5 tons. 
Government inspectors are to watch the construction of 
the craft, and all the material used in it is to be of do- 
mestic manufacture. The boat is to be completed in 
every respect by the 26th of March, 1896, one year from 
to-day, and in case the completion should be deferred 
penalties will be exacted. When completed in every re- 
spect her trial will occur. Under the conditions guar- 
anteed the vessel is to give not less that fifteen knots 
when in a light condition; fourteen knots when awash, 
with a minimum endurance at these speeds, using only 
steam power, and eight knots an hour when the vessel 
is completely submerged, with a minimum endurance of 
six hours at this speed. If the speed developed by the 
vessel upon the trial falls below thirteen and a haif 
knots for the light condition, or twelve and a half knots 
for the awash condition, or six and a half knots when 
submerged, the Secretary is given discretion to reject the 
vessel, or to accept her at a reduced price.

Fourth—One to the Columbian Iron Works at $107,- 
ww, one to the Union Iron Works at $135,000, and one 
to Hugh Ramsay, of Perth Amboy, N. J., at $126,000. 

Fifth—Two to the Columbian Iron Works, at $103,000 
each, and to accept the proposal of the Union Works to 
build a 240-ton boat with a guaranteed speed of 28 
knots, for $232,000. 

A supplementary report was made early during the 
week on an additional proposition submitted by the 
Herreshoff firm, but it is said that this will in no way 
affect the decision of the Secretary in the matter.

The Secretary was compelled to abandon his 
intention of building the 243-ton boat proposed by the 
Union Lron Works, on account of the heavy cost.

gestions upon the matter referred to, I have the honor 
to advise you as follows: 

“The regulations for the enforcement of the tax upon 
incomes provided that ‘All salaries or compensation paid 
to officers or persons in the employ of the Government 
of the United States, in and for the calendar year 1894, 
shall be included in the annual returns to Collectors, on 
Form 365, of such officers and persons in statements of 
gains, profits and incomes subject to Income Tax law.’ 

“In the instruction to Paymasters and disbursing of- 
ficers, after quoting the above language of the regula- 
tions, the following instruction is given: As the income 
tax on such salaries or compensation may under the pro- 
visions above quoted, be paid directly to collectors by 
persons receiving the same, you will, therefore, not de- 
duct and withhold the aforesaid tax or any part thereof 
from the salary or compensation of any such officers or 
employes in and for the year 1894. Hence, you will ob- 
serve that Paymasters and disbursing officers acting for 
the Government in all branches of the public service will 
not deduct the two per centum tax from salaries of of- 
ficers paid during the year 1894, and, therefore, will 
have in their possession no amounts fur transmittal dur- 
ing the present fiscal year. 

“Under the regulations, all officers of the Navy having 
a taxable income, shall make their returns for ‘the year 
1894, including their salary and income from all other 
sources on Form 365, and forward the same to the Col- 
lector of the district in which their legal residence is 
situated. Your suggestions will receive the careful con- 
sideration of this office in the preparation of regulations 
to meet the case of Paymasters and disbursing officers 
in the Navy in foreign waters, who may be required to 
transmit to Collectors income tax retained by them from 
salaries paid during the present calendar year.” 

Nothing has recently been done in the Army about this 
matter, except, as stated in the Journal last week, the 
sending out of the Treasury circular notifying officers 
to pay the tax on their incomes for 1894 to Collectors of 
their districts. The decision of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, quoted above, is alike applicable to the Army 
and Navy. ‘The regulations proposed by Brig. Gen.

General, are still in Secretary Lamont's desk. They will 
probably remain untouched until the new Paymaster 
General assumes his duties. Then he and the Secretary 
will take the matter under consideration.

When he took command 
the regiment was in a somewhat demoralized condition, but 
his superior ability as a tactician, and his many excellent 
qualities as a gentleman, and surrounded by officers who 
are efficient, have brought the regiment to a standard of 
efficiency that is a credit to the city and the State. The 
2d Battalion, Cos. A, D, E and K, held their second drill in 
the school of the battalion on Thursday evening, March 21, 
1895, under command of Maj. H. H. Quick. The attend- 
ance was rather poor. The formation was very promptly 
made; the intervals between the companies, however, were 
not strictly according to the D. R. Captains should be 
more careful in dressing their companies in the battalion 
formation, the positions of the guides to the contrary not- 
withstanding. They (the guides) are posted to mark the 
alignment, and as they are not always posted company dis- 
tance apart, the captains are responsible for the proper 
intervals. In executing close column on first company from 
column of fours the first company, after the fours wheeled 
into line, moved nearly company distance to the front, in- 
stead of eight paces. Right of companies rear into column 
was very well executed, except that two of the companies 
marched too far to the rear before wheeling the fours into 
line. Captains should, in executing this movement, halt 
on the line lately occupied by the front rank, and give the 
command fours left march the moment the front rank of 
the rear four passes them, then the guides would be posted 
simultaneously and little or no dressing required. Captains 
should not, by the way, anticipate the Major’s commands. 
Left front into line, faced to the rear, was very good, ex- 


cept one captain gave the command fours left about in- 
stead of fours right about. Forming line, faced to the 
rear, by two movements was very good, except the rear 


companies marched too far to the rear before halting and 
wheeling about by fours. In deploying column the com- 
panies wheeled into column of fours and marched to their 
respective places in an excellent manner. As has been 
noted before in reference to the various companies in this 
regiment, as much pains are taken in marching in column 
of fours as in any of the more complicated movements, an 
example which is well worthy of emulation by some of the 
more pretentious organizations. Col. Eddy who” was pres- 
ent as inspector reviewed the battalion. The companies 
passed in very good order, the alignments being nearly 
faultless, but some of the officers did not salute in a man- 
ner to satisfy the Major, who again marched the battalion 


in review, this time with more satisfactory results. The 
execution of the manual was all that could be desired. The 
men have recently had their uniforms renoyated, and they 


presented a very neat appearance.

OREGON. 

Adj. Gen. Mitchell, of Oregon, in his biennial report for 
the period ending Dec. 31, 1894, says: ‘‘The National Guard 
of the State now consists of 23 companies of infantry, two 
troops of cavalry and one battery of artillery, together 
with one engineer corps, three hospital corps detachments 


and two bands, one being attached to the Ist and the other 
to the 2d Regt. The engineer corps of the Ist Regt., which 
was enlisted from practical men, rendered during the past 
two years very efficient service, especially during the en- 
campment held in 1893, at Gladstone., This corps, acting 
in co-operation with the medical department, laid out and 
fe acy the — in such a manner as to achieve the 
highest credit, and to win the praise not only of the offi- 
cers and men of the National Guard who participated jy 
the encampment, but of the officers of the Regular Army 
and all intelligent visitors. The State was especially favored 
under the special act of Congress of Jan. 16, 1889, known as 
the Hermann act, under which the State received arms and 
military stores proportionately far exceeding those of other 
States in the Union, but at the same time it left the State 
in debt to the Government under the Allotment act, appro- 
priating $400,000 for the militia. For the first time each 
command is fully equipped and uniformed. It is gratify- 
ing in this connection to state that every expenditure made 
was, as far as circumstances would permit, confined to maa- 
ufacturers or merchants of the State. The prices paid haye 
in all instances been really less than paid by the general 
Government for like quality. This has been most notice. 
able regarding overcoats, trousers, blankets, saddles and 
bridles—all Oregon production and manufacture. The appro- 
priations per man for the support of the National Guard of 
the State since its organization in 1887 show both economy 
and low taxation. The average appropriation per year per 
enlisted man stands at the small amount of $21.54. In our 
two sister States it is very much higher, being, up to 1892 
(the latest data received), in California $36.07, and in Wasb- 
ington $69.85 per man. The cepreguintinas for 1893 and 
1804 are averaged for Oregon, and it remains as a fact that 
the average cost per man compares favorably and to our 
credit with all other States. Here it may not be inappro- 
priate to call attention to the fact that Oregon is one of the 
few States in which no material or important disturbance 
of the peace during the recent troubles occurred.. With 
transportation north, south and east of the State brought 
to a standstill, industry menaced, distress prevailing, large 
interests imperiled, national and State troops of other 
States called out at great expense, lives placed in jeopardy, 
with a few days’ exception, every life and every dollar's 
worth of property in Oregon remained safe and secure. The 
very fact of enlistment in the State troops points to a de- 
sire to not only abide by, but to sustain the law, to pre 
serve peace and to exact obedience thereto from others. 
Surely this is commendable and worthy of the morai and 
material support of every good citizen. The examinatioa 
of officers-elect during the past two years has been more 
carefully and thoroughly conducted than at any previous 
time. This has resulted in the rejection of several officers 
elected to positions largely because of their popularity or 
standing among their comrades, but who~-have failed to 
display either knowledge of or aptitude for the positions 
to which they had been chosen. To Maj. James Jackson, of 
the Army, happily detailed the third time in connection 
with the State troops, I desire to express renewed obliga- 
tions for much valuable advice given. Upon my successor 
I earnestly urge every effort to have Maj. Jackson detailed 
for another year at least. To his patient and _ soldierly 
work is to be attributed much of the present excellent con- 
dition of the Guard.” 





MINNESOTA. 
Orders from the Adjutant General's Office, of Minnesota, 
announce the following changes, in conformity with the 
new military code of the State: The commanding officer of 
each regiment of infantry shall divide it into two battalions 
of four or five companies each. There will be two majors 
to each regiment of infantry. General guides are abolished. 
The annual inspection of the brigade will be made by the 
oflicer of the Regular Army on duty at general headquarters. 
The annual allowance for horse hire to each battery of 
artillery is $450. Provision is made for a board to report 
the most suitable service uniform, and to buy and dis- 
tribute service uniforms, $10,000 annually being appropriated 
therefor. It is a misdemeanor punishable bya fine or im- 
prisonment to secrete or dispose of any uniform issued by 
the State, or for any one not a member of the National 
Guard to wear a uniform similar to that of the Guard. A 
fine of $10 is imposed on any member of the National Guard 
who wears the uniform of the Guard when not on duty, 
unless he has permission so to do from his commanding 
oflicer. 
NORTH CAROLINA. 
Adj. Gen. Cameron, of North Carolina, announces under 
date of March 21 that the late General Assembly having 
reduced the annual appropriation hitherto made for tb 
support and maintenance of the State Guard from $16,00 
to $6,000, no annual encampment can be held, and the an 
nual appropriation hitherto paid companies of $250 has beet! 
reduced to $150. “In view of the numerous expenses and 
sacrifices which the officers and men of the State Guard hav 
for years made,’’ says Gen. Cameron, “in order to supple 
ment the already meager State appropriation and keep U 
their respective organizations, the Commander-in-Chief hardly 
feels that he has the right to ask of them any further sacri 
fices. The question is one of such importance, however 
involving as it does not only the power and ability of th 
State to enforce and sustain the laws when necessary, U4 
the protection of the lives and property of our citizens, that 
—- in the long-tried fidelity and unselfish patriotis# 
of the State Guard, he can only express the hope and wis 
that if possible they will endeavor to keep up their orga” 
izations and maintain the high character for discipline av 
efficiency which they now enjoy until such time as wise 
and more liberal public action in their behalf can be taken.
